Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I Have  the  honour  to  submit  ray  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  i960. 

There  has  again  been  a slight  fall  in  population  of  the 
District  according  to  the  Mid-Annual  estimate  of  the  Registrar 
General.  There  is  a fall  of  20  as  against  10  for  the  previous  year. 

Once  again  the  Birth  Rate  for  the  District  is  above  the 
National  figure  with  a total  of  77  births  giving  a rate  of  17.4 
per  1,000  as  compared  with  the  previous  years  figures  of  78  births 
with  a rate  of  17.3  per  1,000. 

There  is  an  increase  of  17  in  the  number  of  deaths  with  a 
total  of  70  giving  a Death  Rate  of  15.5  per  1,000  very  much  above 
that  for  England  and  Wales  which  is  11.5. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  very  small  incidence  of 
infectious  disease  in  the  area,  there  having  been  only  one  case 
notified.  It  is  also  very  pleasing  that  with  the  number  of  cases 
of  food  poisoning  being  reported  throughout  the  Country,  there  have 
been  no  notifications  in  this  area, 

I would  lilce  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation,  and  all  your  officers  v/ho  have  assisted  me  in 
compiling  this  report.

DIPHTHERIA. 

Diphtheria  Prophylactic  Antigen  is  used  by  Medical 
Practitioners  for  the  immunisation  of  children  in  the  area. 

The  County  Cou:c:M  offer  immunisation  in  the  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  at  Penley.  Standard  practice  now  is  early  protection 
beginning  at  three  months  with  Diphtheria  Portissus  Prophylactic, 
in  addition  many  school  children  are  given  “booster11  inoculations 
in  schools  at  the  age  of  5/6  years. 

In  spite  of  the  absence  of  Diphtheria  in  the  area,  efforts  to 
obtain  full  protection  against  the  disease  must  not  be  relaxed. 

POLIOMYELITIS  BMJNXSATION. 

During  the  year  good  progress  in  Polio  immunisation  was 
maintained,  the  age  groups  being  extended  up  to  the  age  of  1,0  years. 
In  addition,  expectant  mothers  are  offered.  Polio  immunisation. 

The  response  in  thi3  area  continues  to  be  very  gratifying. 


HOUSING. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in 
improving  the  housing  conditions  in  the  area.  Action  has  been 
taken  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts  to  improve  the 
structural  repair  of  dwellings,  and  a number  of  unfit  houses  have 
been  closed  or  demolished.  The  standard  of  repair  of  a large  number 
of  houses  in  the  district  is  very  poor  and  it  will  take  some  time 
before  conditions  can  be  described  as  satisfactory.  The  Public 
Health  Inspector  has  completed  a housing  survey  of  the  district 
and  is  now  preparing  details  for  formulating  Clearance  Areas  to  be 
dealt  with  in  the  coming  year. 

Work  commenced  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  on  20 
dwellings  at  Penley.  It  is  anticipated  that  a number  of  these  dwellings 
will  be  allocated  for  Slum  Clearance  purposes  which  will  complete 
the  Council’s  Clearance  programme  for  the  next  5 years  in  this  Parish. 

CLP  ii  N F OOP . 

There  has  been  a continued  improvement  in  food  premises  during 
the  year,  but  the  problem  of  supervising  the  many  mobile  food  shops 
operating  in  the  area  is  very  difficult.  Many  of  these  shops  enter 
the  district  from  neighbouring  authorities  and  very  often  it  is  some 
time  before  it  is  realised  that  they  are  in  existence.  It  would  be 
of  great  help  to  the  Public  Health  Department  if  some  form  of 
registration  was  brought  into  force  for  these  traders. 

MATE  R. 

Good  progress  is  still  being  maintained  in  extending  the 
main  supply  throughout  the  district,  and  samples  are  being  regularly 
taken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  All  samples  have  been  reported 
as  satisfactory.

There  is  only  one  factory  chimney  in  the  District,  this  being  an 
aluminium  smelting  factory.  There  are  several  oil  burning  plants  at 
schools  and  churches,  and  at  the  Penley  Polish  Hospital  there  are 
three  sectional  boilers  which  are  coke  fired.  No  nuisances  are  being 
caused  by  any  of  these  plants.  It  will  be  seen  therefore  that  this 
District  is  very  fortunate  in  not  having  any  problem  regarding  air 
pollution. 

TENTS. VANS.  SHEDS  ETC,. 

The  year  i960  sax/  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  which  increased  the  control  of  Locil 
Authorities  and  Planning  Authorities  over  caravan  sites.  The  Act  has 
fulfilled  a long  felt  need,  and  full  advantage  should  be  taken  of  its 
provisions  to  obtain  the  highest  possible  standards  on  sites.  The 
majority  of  sites  in  this  area  are  those  with  one  caravan  used  for 
permanent  residence,  and  I consider  that  these  should  have  all  the 
modern  facilities  of  a permanent  residence,  Tt  is  hoped  that  a 
uniform  set  of  standards  to  be  applied  to  caravan  sites  will  be 
adopted  throughout  the  County  of  Flintshire  in  the  coming  year.  Since, 
the  coming  into  force  of  the  Act,  the  raimber  of  caravans  in  the  District 
has  been  considerably  reduced,  only  four  of  the  existing  site  occupiers 
having  applied  for  licences.  In  addition,  applications  for  licences  for 
two  new  sites  have  been  received  and  forwarded  to  the  County  Planning 
Department  for  the  necessary  planning  permission.

HOUSING. 


The  Preliminary  Housing  Survey  commenced  in  September , 1959 , was 
completed  during  the  year  and  the  necessary  steps  are  now  being  taken 
to  plan  the  Council's  Slum  Clearance  Programme  with  the  help  of  the 
information  obtained  from  the  Survey. 

In  carrying  out  the  Survey,  a total  of  1484  houses  were  inspected. 
These  were  classified  into  four  groups,  viz:  Grades  I, II, III  and  IV,  and 
the  houses  inspected  were  graded  as  follows:- 

Grade  I,  741:  Grade  II,  441;  Grade  III,  154;  Grade  IV,  143. 

Of  the  148  houses  placed  in  Grade  IV,  72  have  been  provisionally 
placed  in  the  Council' s Five  year  programme  and  76  in  the  Eight  year 
programme.  The  remainder  will  be  dealt  with  at  a later  date. 

The  following  information  has  also  been  obtained  as  a result  of 
the  Survey:  -

Since  the  completion  of  the  survey,  a large  number  of  applications 
for  Standard  Grants  have  been  received,  and  it  is  hoped  that  with  the 
help  of  this,  the  above  percentages  will  be  greatly  increased.  A Further 
factor  which  it  is  hoped  will  help  towards  this  goal,  will  be  the 
provision  of  main  sewerage  in  the  three  larger  villages  in  the  District,

Improvement  Grants. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a steady  flow  of  applications  for 
improvement  grants,  but  it  has  been  found  in  this  district  that  since 
Standard  Grants  have  become  available,  the  number  of  applications  for 
Discretionary  Grants  has  been  greatly  reduced.  Another  unsatisfactory 
feature  is  that  of  all  applications  received  for  grants,  1%  were  from 
Owner /Occupiers.  It  was  hoped  that  far  more  Landlords  would  have  taken 
advantage  of  the  Grants  to  improve  their  properties.  This  trend  seems 
to  be  common  throughout  the  Country,  despite  the  publicity  whic  s 
been  given  to  the  scheme.
